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PRAYERS FOR 
WASHINGTON 
MARCH 


‘The ‘March on Washington’ per- 
haps the largest mass demonstra- 
tion in our nation’s history, had 
a little echo in Wilmington on 
Tuesday evening, 

There has been much debate as 
to the wisdoem of the massive de- 
monstration, with many intelligent 
people believing that ft could have 
done more harm than good for the 
cause of those who were sponsor ing 
it, 

On Tuesday night, before the 
March, a group of about 100 Cath- 
olic and Protestant Christians 
gathered for prayers and inter- 
sessions on behalf of the historic 
‘March on Washington’. 

Prayers were offered for full 
racial justice, in this Wilmington 
gathering, for a solution to the 
problems of unemployment, for the 
unity of mankind in every area of 
suffering and need, 

Included in the prayers were the 
lives of those who must tackle the 
thorny and often exceedingly diffi- 
cult problem of legislation. 

It should be clear that the Chris- 
tians do not necessarily agree with 
the details of the avowed legisla- 
tive objectives of the *March’/ but 
is just as clear thatthe Christians 
corporately and individually wish 
to penitently identify themselves, 
concretely, and at any cost, with 
all who have for so long and so 
obviously suffered the pains and 
injustices of ractal discrimination, 

While this includes all racial 
minorities, the Christians are not 
unaware of the particular current 
urgency of the negro citizens of 
our country because of the con- 
temporary events connected with 
their complaint and need. 

In cooperation with those who 
sponsored the ‘March on Washing- 
ton’, members of the several Wil- 
mington churches distributed in- 
formation on the *March’ and re- 
ceived contributions for the ‘jobs 
‘and freedom’ buttons at several 
locations in Wilmington on Wed- 
nesday while the rally in Washing- 
ton was in progress,

MURDER VICTIM TENTATIVELY IDENTIFIED 


The body of a womandiscovered 
yesterday afternoon near Route 93 
has been tentatively identified as 
that of Clair Graham ofSomerville, 
aged 29, who disappeared Monday 
evening, in Charlestown, 

The body was discovered about 
4:15 pm by Charles Guthrie, 52, 
of 32 Park Street, 

Guthrie told the Town Crier that 
he had gone for an afternoon stroll 
behind Gowing Road, and had ven- 
tured towards the parking lot on 
Route 93, between Concord Street 
and Park Street, where he discov- 
ered the nude body Ey a clump of 


small pine and oak 
His attention to the ‘spot where 


the body was found was drawn by 
the actions of two dogs, he said. 

Guthrie was only about 10 feet 
from the parking lot when he made 
the discovery. He stepped out onto 
the superhighway, and the first car 
he saw was a Wilm{ngton Police 
Cruiser, driven by Officer Joe 
Cuoco, who radioed the news ofthe 
gruesome find to Wilmington Po- 
lice Headauarters. 

A pair of black slacks was found 
about five feet from the body, but 
there were no other clues readily 
available. 

‘The body of the red haired girl, 
tentatively identified as Mrs Gra- 
ham, was lying on its back. An 
imitation leopard jacket had been 
pulled up about her head, and was 
clotted with blood.

Dr Thomas Devlin, Middlesex 
County Medical Examiner said that 


the girl had been murdered, and 
that he believed she had a broken 
jaw, So that it appeared that she 
had been beaten, 

The body was removed to the 
Cavanaugh Funeral Home, on Main 
Street, where Mrs Graham's bro- 
ther viewed it, later inthe evening, 

State Police Capt. Robert D Mur- 
gia of the Framingham Barracks, 
on the scene, said that the investi- 
gation would be in charge of Lt. 
Callahan of the Middlesex Dis- 
trict Attorney’s office. 

Murgia said that the murder was 
one of the most brutal he had wit- 
nessed. He believed it occured on 
the spot where the body was found, 


It is believed to be the first mur- 
der in Wilmington since the Kelly 
Hill murder in 1933. 


Wilmington Police at the site of 
the murder were headed by Sergt, 
Sidelinker, and included, besides 
Officer Cuoco, Officer Leo Markey 
and Officer Tom Brennan,
